just as soon as the license commission- 
ers have taken action on the granting 
of their licenses, Anthony A. Conway. 
president of the Lowell Liquor Deal- 
ers' association sa,id today, provided 
that the courts do not rule in the 
meantime that 2.75 per cenL beer is in- 
toxicating. 


As the law requires that first, sec- 


• ond and fourth class liquor licenses— 
the only kind for which applications 
'are being made—must he advertised for 
10 days before the commission can 
grant them, it is probable that the lo- 
cal dealers will not open before July 
22 at the earliest. 


The commissioners stand willing to 


grant the applications of the dealers 
for licenses of this kind, provided the 
licensee complies with the regulations, 
•which call for the payment of 
the 


full license fee, and tho surrender and 
cancellation of the licenses under which 
the dealers operated prior to July 1.

in most rases for first class licenses.

r"wi! nf the men who accompanied ns 


ipniijlho. vlsli was an official >,! ihe 
city of Dutlin, well acquainted wnn 
nil of tho political prisoners; so that 
we had 
no 
difficulty 
In 
Identifying 


them. They were confined for the most 
iart in groups, the majority of them 
icing locked up in steel cages, built in 
the yards of tho prison, entirely out- 
side of the building proper. 


These cages arc exact, duplicates of 


those used for wild 
animals 
in 
the 


larger zoological saddens, such as Lin- 
coln park anrt the Bronx, in the United 
States. 


Statements had heen made that un- 


speakable outrages were 
being com- 


mitted against tho 
persons 
of 
these 


men, and the most barbarous cruelties 
Inflicted upon them; Ihat they had been 
starved, beaten, confined in dark and 
noisome underground cells, otherwise 
maltreated, anrt kept 
for days 
with 


their hands 
handcuffed 
behind 
their 


backs. 


We attempted to secure statements 


from the officers, cither confirming or 
denying the charges. We were permit- 
ted to talk to no one inside the prison 
except the governor, 
lie slated that 


no such barbarities had been commit- 
ted since he had taken charge of the 
prison a week or two before. lie re- 
fused to speak for any time prior to 
tbat. 


He at first denied that 
there were 


underground cells in the prison. 
We 


had been furnished, however, with a 
Plan showing their location, and upon 
our Insistence we were 
allowed 
en- 


trance. 
Wo found a great number of 


cells underground, too narrow for hu- 
man occupation, without beds or cov- 
ering for th« prisoners, no ventilation. 
Pitch 
dark 
and 
extremely 
cold, al- 


though the weather at the time was 
not severe. The chief warden admitted 
that these, cells were at times occupied 
'by prisoners. 


Our information, well authenticated, 


was to the effect that a large number 
of political prisoners were taken out 
of the underground cells after we had 
demanded admlssipn the night previous. 


We found one of the political pris- 


oners stilt in solitary confinement. 
He 


presented 
a pitiable spectacle. 
The 


miserable cell was cold and badly ven- 
tilated. 
He was in an unkempt condi- 


tion, highly nervous, palpably under- 
nourished, anrt had a wild glare in his 
eyes, indicating an extremely danger- 
ous mental state. He tried to speak to 
us. hut was quickly silenced 
by 
tho 


warden. 


Th" political prisoners in this Jaf. 


without exception, are 
men 
of 
the 


high-si standing: journalists, lawyers, 
business men. skilled 
tradesmen 
and 


laborers. 
Many of them, confined for 


months, have not been informed of the 
charge against them. 
All of them are 


denied the right of trial by jury. When 
charges are made—often of the most 
trivial character—bail Is denied 
They 


were all emaciated and appeared to be 
suffering from 
malnutrition.

thousands of German prisoners we have

As we were leaving the prison we 


were attracted hy shouts in the rear of 
the main hall of Ihe prison. 
Looking 


around, we saw Tierre Beasley. one of 
tho political prisoners, an Irish jour- 
nalist of the highest standing and one 
of the most beloved men in Ireland. he- 
Ing hustled through tho back doorway 
by a hurly prison guard. 


Beaslcy cried out. "I want to call 


your attention to the fact that this 
hrutA whn has me in charge is about 
to punish me for saying. 'Ixmg live the 
republic.' "

protested 
against 


the assault on Mr. Beaslcy. The gov- 
ernor of the prison hastened hack to

may. I fear, for a time be bitter. But.

of such a league was perhaps a counsel 
of perfection which practical men. long 
experienced In tho world of affairs 
must agree to very cautiously and with 
many misgivings. 


It was only aa the difficult work of 


arranging an all but universal adjust- 
ment of the world's affairs advanced 
from day to day from one stage of 
conference to another that it became 
evident to them that what they we... 
seeking would be 
little 
more than 


something written upon paper, to be In- 
terpreted and applied by such methods 
as the chances of politics might make 
available If they did not provide 
means of common counsel which all 
were obliged to accept, a common au- 
thority whose decisions would be rec- 
ognized as decisions which all -must 
respect. 


And so the most practical, the most 


skeptical among them turned more and 
more to the league as, the authority 
through which international action was 
to be secured, the authority without 
which, as they come to see, it would be 
difficult to give assured effect either to 
this treaty or to any other inierna- 
tional understanding upon which they 
were to depend for the maintenance of 
peace. 


Arceptance of Covenant 


The fact 
that the covenant of 
the 


league was the first substantive part of 
the treaty to be worked out and agreed 


thought, of »v«ry member of th» con- 
ference .« something 
much bigger, 


much rreater every way. than a mere 
instrument for carrying out the provi- 
sions ot a particular treaty. 
H was 


universally recognized that 
all 
the 


peoples of the *orld demanded of Ihe 
conference that It should create such 
a continuing concert of free nations 
as would make wars of aggression and 
spoliations ouch as this that has just 
ended forever Impossible. 


A cry had gone-out from every home 


in every 
stricken land 
from which 


fions and brothers and fathers had gone 
forth to the great sacrifice that such 
a sacrifice should never apaln, be ex- 
acled. It was manifest why it had 
been exacted. 


It had been exacted because one na- 


tion desired dominion and other na- 
tions had known no means of defence 
except armaments and alliances. War 
had lain at the heart of every arrange- 
ment of Europe—of every arrangement 
of the world—that preceded the war. 
Restive peoples had been told that fleets 
and armies, which they toiled to sus- 
tain, meant peace; and they now knew 
that (hey had been lied to; that fleets 
and armies had been maintained to 
promote national ambitions and meant 
war. 
They knew that no old policy 


meant anything else but force, fore 
always force. 
And they knew lhat it 


was intolerable. 


Every true heart in the world and 


every enlightened judgment demanded 
that, at whatever cost of Independent 
action, every 
government 
that 
took 


thought for its people or for justice or 
for ordered freedom should lend itself 
to a new purpose and utterly destroy 
the old order of International politics 
Statesmen might fee difficulties, but 
the people could see none and 
could 


brook no denial. A war In which they 
had been bled white to heat the terror 
that lay concealed in every balance of 
power must no| end in a mere victory 
of arms and a new balance. 


The monster that had resorted to 


arms must he put in chains that could 
not be broken. 
The united power of 


free nations must put a ston to aggres- 
sion, and the world must be given 
peace. 
If there was -lot the will or 


the Intelligence to accomplish that now 
there must be another and a final war 
and the world must be swept clean of 
every power that could renew terror. 


The League of Nailons was not mere- 


ly an instrument, to adjust and remedy 
old wrongs 
under a new treaty of 


peace: it was the only hope, for man- 
kind. Again and again had the demon 
of war been cast out o£ Ihe house of 
Ihe peoples an:i the house swept clean 
by a treaty o' peace: only to prepare 
a time when he would enter in again 
with spirits worse than himself. 


The house must now be given a ten- 


ant who could hold it against all such. 
Convenient, indeed indispensable as 
statesmen found the newly planned 
League of Nations to be for the t _ _ . 
cution of present plans of peace and 
reparation, they saw in it a new aspect 
before their work was finished. They 
saw it as the main object of the peace, 
as the only thing that could complete 
it or make it worth while. 
They saw 


it as the hope of the world, and that 
hope they did not dare to disappoint, 
shall we or any other free people .hesi- 
tate to accept this great duty?

We had 
formulated the principles upon which 
the settlement was to be made—tho 
principles upon which 
the armistice 


had been agreed to and the parleys 
of peace 
undertaken—and 
no 
one 


doubted that ouf desire-was to see tho 
treaty of peace formulated along the 
actual lines of those principles—and 
desired nothing else. 


Welcomed »• Frlenila 


We were welcomed as disinterested 


'riends. 
We were resorted to as ar- 


biters in many a difficult matter. 
It 


was 
recognized 
that 
our 
material 


would, bo indispensable in the daye 
to 
come, when 
industry and credit 


tt-oulil have 
to be brought back to 


their normal operation again and com- 
munities beaten to the ground assist- 
ed to thcir feet once more and it was 
taken for granted.

And that confidence, it seems to me, 


is the measure of onr opportunity and 
of our duty in the days to come, in 
which the new hope of the peoples of 
the world is to he fulfilled or disap- 
pointed. The fact that America is the 
friend of the nations, whether 
they 


be rivals or associates is no new fact; 
it is only the discovery of it hy the 
rest of the world that is new. 


America may he said to have jus; 


reached her majority as a world pow- 
er. 
It was almost exactly 21 years 


ago that the results of the war with 
Spain put us unexpectedly in posses- 
sion of rich Islands on the other sMo 
of the world and brought us into as- 
sociation with other governments in 
the control of the West Indies 
It 


was regarded as a sinister and ominous 
thing by the statesmen of more Mian 
one European chancellory that wo 
should have eitended our power beyond 
the confines of our continental dom- 
inions. They were accustomed lo think 
of new neighbors as a new menace of 
rivals as watchful enemies.

We have been their friends and havo 


sought to serve them. 
And our do- 


minion has been a menace to no other 
nation. "\Ve redeemed our honor to the 
utmost in our dealings with Cuba. She 
is weak and absolutely free; and It is 
her trust in us that makes her free. 
Weak peoples everywhere stand ready 
to give us any authority among them 
that will assure them a like friendly 
oversight and 
direction. They know 


that there is no ground for fear In re- 
ceiving, as their mentore and guides. 
Our isolation was ended, twenty years 
ago; and now fear of us is ended also, 
our counsel and 
association 
sought 


after and desired. 
There can be no 


(juestlon of our ceasing to be a world 
power. The only question Is whether 
we can refuse the moral leadership that 
is offered us, whether we shall accept 
or reject the confidence of the world.

The war and the conference of peace 


now sitting in Paris seem to me to 
have answered that question. Our par- 
ticipation in the war established pur 
position among the nations and nothing 
hut our own mistaken action can alter 
It. 
It was not an accident or a matter 


f sudden choice that we arc no longer 


isolated and devoted to a policy which 
'las only our own interest and advan- 
age for Its object. It was onr duty to 
go in. if we were Indeed the champions 
if liberty and of right. 


Cannot Turn Back 


We answered to the call of duty in a 


way so spirited, so 
utterly without 


thought of what we spent of blood or 
treasure, so effective, so worthy of the 
admiration of true men everywhere: so 
wrought out of the stuff of all that wna 
heroic, that the whole world saw .it 
last. In the flesh, in 
noble action, a 


great ideal asserted and vindicated by 
a nation they bad deemed material and 
now found to be compact of the spirit- 
ual forces that must free men of every 
nation from every unworthy bondage. 
It is thus that a new role and a row 
responsibility have come lo this great 
nation that we honor and which wa 
would all wish to l i f t to yet higher 
levels of service and achievement. 


The stage is set, 
the destiny dis- 


closed. 
It has come about by no plan 


of our conceiving, but by the hand of 
God, 
who led us into this way. We 


cannot turn back. 
We can only go for- 


ward, with lifted eyes and freshened 
spirit to follow Ihe vision. It was of 
this that we dreamed

recess committee named to Investigate 
the cheep Industry, Mr. Colburn moved 
that it be substituted by a bill provld 


g that all dogs shall be tagged with 


their owners' names and that a special 
officer shall be named by the chief of 
the «tate police to have charge of the 
enforcement of the dog laws. 
After : 


'lengthy debate tha motion of Mr. Col 
burn was lost, the vote being 10 In fa 
vor and £1 against. 


Senator Colburn explained that ho In- 


troduced the substitute bill for the pur 
pose of reviving the sheep industry. 


"Stray dogs have killed thousands of 


sheep, their activity having practically 
ruined that portion . of 
the 
farmer's 


business." he said. "Fifty 
years ago 


there were hundreds of thousands 
Eheep in the states, whereas today it 1 
estimated that the number Is 18,000. 


"Nine out of every ten people who 


appeared before the special recess com 
mission Informed us that the only solu 
tlon of the sheep 'problem Is the re 
Btralnt of 'the.roving dog. 
H this is 


done, they 
said, the sheep can be 


brought back to Ihe hills and valleys of 
the- state." 


Mr. .Colburn called attention to the 


Importance of the sheep Industry to the

Previous to the defeat of the mo- 


tlor. made by Mr. Colburn. the senate 
took, similar action on a bill presented 
by Senator Hastings for North Adams, 
authorizing officers to kill dogs founc 
at large during the night and per- 
mitting double damages for- persons 
whoso property might be injured by 
such animals. This bill applied to onb 
those counties having in them 1000 
or more sheep. Senator Colburn spoke 
In behalf of this measure, also.

Press)—County Tlnperary and the rest 
o£ Ireland have received quietly the 
proclamation of the government Mon- 
day declaring all Sinn Fein organiza- 
tions and Irish Volunteers in County 
Tipperary unlawful associations. 


The proclamation places all local ac- 


tivities In Tipperary under control of 
the military and prevents all persons 
from entering the district without a 
permil, thus restricting business. 


It was expected In Tipperary, after 


the murder of a police Inspector 
at 


Thurles, that the government would 
pursue the same policy it took up after 
the murders in County Clare and else- 
where. 
The crimes act proclamation is 


n reversion to the methods employed 
against the National League In Par- 
nell's time. 


Under the terms of the proclamation 


membership In the various 
prohibited 


organizations becomes a criminal of- 
fense, and meeting of those bodies and 
the publication of the reports of their 
proceedings becomes Illegal. 


Confined For Fluent to Tipptrarr 


The proclamation in actuality substi- 


tutes the civil tribunal constituted by 
the Act of 1887 for the military courts- 
martial held under the Defense of the 
Realm act. It is taken In'some quar- 
ters to point to the policy to be pursued 
by the government when the Defense 
of the Realm act is no longer In oper- 
ation. 


The organizations are not prohibited 


anywhere but In Tipperary, 
although 


the lord lieutenant has (ho power to 
extend the proclamation, 
which 
is 


looked upon as a possibility In soma 
quarters. 


In Irish political circles In Dublin 


not favorable to the government It Is 
believed the proclamation is likely to 
have the effect of consolidating popular 
feeling against the government and to 
make the situation more 
unfavorable 


for an Impartial consideration of 
any 


self-government proposals. 


The Sinn Felners, who repudiate all

prisoners, many of them men 
of 
the 


highest character and standing. Mount- 
Joy, so far as physical equipment and 
brutality of conduct goes, Is not as bad 
as many of the other Jails In Ireland. 


The Jail Is surrounded by a stone 


wall 20 feet In helghi, nml 
is 
larger 


than any of tho mid-western American 
penitentiaries such as Jefferson City or 
Joilet, and almost as larae as Sing 


;. It has Immense cell houses, built 


to 
accommodate approximately 
lOOd 


prisonern. It is equipped with work- 
shops, whero men oonvicied of serious 
crimes are confined at hard labor. 


Exclusive of the political prisoners, 


there were but 12 persons In contlne- 
ment, all of them undergoing sentences 
for petty infractions of law. 


line of the men who accompanied us 


upon the visit was a,i official of the 
city of Dublin, well acquainted with 
all of the political prisoners; so that 
we had 
no 
difficulty 
in 
identifying 


them. They were confined for the most 
part in groups, the majority of them 
being locked up in-steel cages, built in 
tho yards-of. tho prison, entirely out- 
side of the building proper. 


These cages are exact duplicates of 


those used for wild 
animals 
In 
the 


larger zoological gardens, such as Lin- 
coln park and the Bronx. In the United 
States. 


Statements had been made that un- 


speaHable outrages were 
being com- 


mitted against the 
persons 
of 
these 


men. and the most barbarous cruelties 
Inflicted upon them; that they had been 
starved, beaten, confined In dark and 
noisome underground cells, otherwise 
maltreated, and kept 
for days 
with 


their hands 
handcuffed 
behind 
their 


backs. 


We- attempted to secure statements 


from the officers, either confirming or 
denying the charges. We were permit- 
ted to talk to no one inside the prison 
except the governor. 
He stated that 


no such barbarities had been commit- 
ted since he had taken charge of the 
prjson a week or two before. 
He re- 


fused to speak for any time prior to 
that. 


He at first denied that 
there 
were 


underground cells in the prison. 
We 


had been furnished, however, with 
Plan showing their location, and upon 
our insistence we were 
allowed 
en- 


trance. We found a great number e>£ 
cells underground, too narrow for hu- 
man occupation, without beds or cov- 
ering for the prisoners, no ventilation, 
Pitch 
dark 
and extremely 
cold, al- 


though the weather at the time was 
not severe. The chief warden admitted 
that these cells were at times occupied 
by prisoners. 


Our information, well authenticated 


was to the effect that a large number 
of political prisoners were talten out 
of the underground rolls after we had 
demanded admission the night previous 


Wc found one of the political pris- 


oners still In solitary confinement. H 
presented 
a pitiable spectacle. 
The 


miserable cell was cold and badly ven- 
tilated. He was in an unkempt condi- 
tion, highly nervous, palpably under- 
nourished, and had a wild glare in his 
eyes. Indicating an extremely danger 
ous mental state. He tried to speak tc 
us- but was quickly silenced 
hy 
the 


warden.

the main hall of the prison. Ixiokine 
around, we saw Pierre Berfsley. one of 
the political prlFoners, an Ir!sh Jour- 
nalist of tho highest standing nnd one 
of the most beloved men In Ireland. he- 
Ing hustled through the hnck doorway 
by a burly prison guard.
